Mismanagement Had Part in 
Failure, He Says 


Actor. Optimistic ‘About His 
Future on Screen 


A desire to give something to his 
profession that would leave > 
lasting impression rather than to 
take from it so many dollars and 
cents, coupled with utter misman- 
agement of his business affairs 
while he was producing independ- 
ently, are, the things to which 
Charles Ray, film actor, yesterday 
attributed his financial! ruin. 

His desire to give something ar- 
tistic to the motion-picture world 
has left him with a flat pocket- 
book and a lot of bad debts. But 
in spite of his financial ruin he 
feels that he accomplished that 
which he set out to accomplish; 
that he has shown the world he 
is an excellent actor, rather than 
a type. 

Ray laid off yesterday at the 
Metro - Goldwyn - Mayer studio, 
where he is engaged in making @ 
picture, just long enough to tel) 
his story. He was frank about ev- 
erything. He is not bitter toward 
the world and has no animosity 
toward anybody. Many might have 
said, ender the circumstances of 
the interview, he is egotistical. He 
wasn't a bit.

To Ray it was what he himeelf 
termed “just a little sojourn inte 
the field of experience.” He feels 
that he has now passed his “dor- 
mant period” and that he is des- 
tined for a bigger and brighter 
future than ever before.

he has gained the respect and re- 
gard of his profession which, he 
says, is something to age for, the 
most valuable possession of an art- 
ist.

I did 
it and now I am happy. To achieve 
the things I wanted brought me 
happiness in @pite of the fact it 
brought me financial ruin, too. To 
me it has all been marvelously 
successful as I didn't go into the 
business to make money alone. 

“Now I know I will be able to 
do things on the silent stage that 
I would not have been able had I 
not tried the artistic. Il could have 
easily made millions by playing in 
the same rut, by the same formula 
and monotone. I get hammered 
like h for not doing it. It’s aw- 
fully funny.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Nov. 28. 
That in ten years the old gold- 
bearing streams and grounds of 
Caribou will haye fifty-bucket 
dredges operating, taking out the 
colors from the dumps left in the 
old gold-rush days, was the state- 
ment made by W. A. Freeman, di- 
rector of the Austral Malay Tin 
Company, Ltd., which has a num- 
ber of dredges operating in Aus- 
traTla and Malay.

One dredge is now operating on

MASONIC LODGE DOCUMENTS,

His FIRST HOLD-UP 
Tt was in December, 1877, that

YOUTHS IN GAME 

Brown's next experience with 
road agents occurred about two 
miles from Fredericksburg, the 
robbere being a couple of youths, 
about 19 or 20 years of age. The 
stage driver declared that. the 
young bandits were far more dan- 
gerous than the members of the 


Rube Boyce gang, who were 
trained in the business of holding 

end robbing stages. Not long 
this hold-up two outlaws were 
killed by officers who were trying 
to arrest them, and from the 
description given by the’ rolice 
Brown said he was sure the nién 
were the same ones who had held 
him up on this trip. 

It was in 1883 that Brown had 

-hie next experience with road 
agents. He was then driving from 
San Angelo to Abilene, and was 
held un severa) times while on 
that run. The first time he was 
rebbed on this route was just on 
the edge of the town of San An- 
gelo. le was alone on the stage 
and was on his way to Abilene. 
The robbers got nothing for their 
trouble. 

“One cold night in the winter of 
1864, while | was On that dame 
run,” Brown said, “a lone bandit 
pelted my stage and proceeded to 
ge through the mall and express 
packages. Just about that time 
the other stage came along with 
five passengers on it. The outlaw 
then left me and held up the other 
coach. One of the passengers was 
a ranchmdan by the name of Berry. 
After the robber had gone his way, 
I asked Berry what he had had to 
give up. ‘Nine hundred and fifty,’ 
he replied. I remarked that that 
w@s @ lot of money. ‘It was cents, 
not dollars,’ Berry said.”

VISITS OLD INDIAN TRIBE 


Mining Man, Host of Seris, Tells How Brave Outran 
Wild Outlaw Mare on Plains 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


GUAYMAS (Mex.) Nov. 28.—In an exploration trip that took him 
to the remote and unsettled coast bordering the Gulf of California, 
with 


the tribe of Seri Indians and for 


Leroy Hastings, a British mining prospector, came into con 


tact 
six months he made his home in 


their settlement of primitive jacais upon Tiburon Island. Hastings 


arrived here a few days ago in an open rowboat, accompanied by two 
Mexican employees of the La Joya Ranch, which borders the coast, 


eighty miles north of here. Many of the stories which have been 
published from time to time of the ferocieusness of the Serie and 
about members of this tribe were doubtless due to their timidity. He 
said that the many libelous things which have 


been said and written 


about members of this tribe were doubtiess deu fo their timidity. He 
believes that he is one of the few white men who ever ‘gained their 


confidence, 

Mr. Hastings is well known to 
many American mining men of 
Mexico. He was formerly inter- 


ested in a paying property in the 
Ortiz district and he has pros- 
pected all over the westerfi part 
of this country. His visit to the 
tribe of Seri Indians was largely 
for the purpose of getting a thrill 
of adventure out of meeting and 
associat with the little-known 
people. e declared that in lan- 
guage, custom and physical ap- 
pearance they are different from 
any other known tribe. One of 


the most remarkable traits of these, 


peculiar people is their unusual 
power of endurance. Some of the 
men can outrun horses, deer and 
other animals. 

“On one occasion a race between 
one of the giant Indians and an 
untamed brencho know as the ‘red’ 
mare took place,” Mr. Hastigs 
said. “This animal had the repu- 
tation of having been an ‘outlaw’ 
so long that when finally caught 


efi and branded she was too wild to 


be of any use for either work or 
breeding. She had nearty kilied an 
Indian and a Méxican who had un- 
dertaken to break her and had 
been turned loose again. The mare 
had been branded by Pascual Ep- 
cinas, owner of the Costa Rica 
ranch. She never came in to the 
ranch except in the driest weath- 
er when all the outlying water 
holes had gone dry and she was 
forced to steal in at night for « 
tanks In the 
corral. It had passed into «4, say- 
ing on the Costa Rica and — 
ranches, when «a gy 

spell of drought occurred at it 
was bad enough to bring the ‘red’ 
mare. It was on one of these oc- 
casions that the race, which re- 
suited in the capture and death ef 
the broncho, took place. Encinas 
told the foreman to keep the mare 
penned up for the night. Then he 
sent a peon off to the Seri vilage 
for Pablo, one of the most noted 
runners of the tribe. The mare was 
good for nothing but killing, he 
said, and he was going to match 
her in a aplit race with the Indian. 


BONES AND WHIPCORD 
“If any man could run down & 
wild horse, Pablo was the one. He 
was six feet four and weighed 189, 
all bone and whipcord. Encinas 


hed | explained to him that he was going 


to turn the red mare loose in the 
morning and that if Pablo could 
give it a ten-foot start and catch 
it in 300 yards, he could have it. 

“Next morning Encinas drew & 
line ten paces from the corral gate 
and told Pablo he must let the 
mare get over that before he 
started for her. Then a vaquero 
was sent Inside to get the broncho 
started and the bars were iet 
down. Pablo was waiting just at 
the opening with a breech clout 
and a big butcher-knife strapped to 
his hip. It can hardly be said that 
he resembled a Greek god, but if 
ever a man looked like a human 
greyhound, Pablo did. Standing 
six feet four, without an ounce of 
fat on hie body, he gave little 
promise of the power that was in 
him. Dark as a negro, with long 
st t hair falling almost to his 
shoulders and white teeth gleam- 
ing, he presented a sinister and 
Savage appearance. His powerful! 
neck, great race-horse chest and 
broad hips were his most striking 
points. Had it not been for these 
remarkably developed featu his 
Wasp-like waist dnd sunken o- 
men would have made him look al- 
most delicate. 

“As the vaquero rattle into the 
ceérral the mare started for the 

gate. She shied from the lit- 

tle crowd outside and swept 
around the inclosure again. Pablo 
was waiting at the gate, his foot 
placed net the post, stooping 
forward with his hands on his 
knees, every muscle like a coiled 
spring ready to be released. 


JUMP FOR JUMP 

“The red mare came around 
again at a gallop, and as the 
vaquero made a feint at her with 
his rope she swerved and dashed 
through the gate. like a futurity, 
winner at the wire. Almost at the 
instant she flashed by, Pablo was 
in the dust at lier heels, but it 
was a standing start against a 
flying one, and by the time he had 
got into his astride, she had in- 
creased her jead to fifteen or twen- 
ty feet. She headed straight across 
the wide dusty clearing like a deer 
seeking cover, with.the Seri at 
wed flank going her jump for 


a across the clearing, 
he had closed up the gap again. 
Then a long black arm shot out. 
and in a single spring he had the 
mare by the tail, then disappeared 
for a minute in a cloud of dust. 
As it cleared away, ‘ne knife 
flashed at her throat. 

“The distance was measured, a 
scant 250 yards. No one held a 
stop watch on the performance, 
but the race was a record-breaker. 

“The Seris are a race of giants, 
for the most part, some of them 


measuring six feet seven inches, | 


and nearly all of them one or two 
inches over six feet. The avomen 
average taller than white men. It 
is their custom to kill the weak- 


ling children and the members of 


the tribe who are too old and 
feeble to shift for themselves. In 
color and features they are more 
like negroes than Indians and some 
of their rites and superstitions 
seem to have a distinctly African 
tinge. It is a capital offense for 
one of them to marry outside of the 
tribe— and in former times the; 
principal tenet of their religion, 
according to the neighboring Mex- 
lcans, was to kill every one they 
met who is not of their own 
blood. The Mexicans fear them, 
and endow them with almost fabu- 
lous ers of endurance and 
desert cunning. 


SKILLED AT TRACKING 

“A Seri can trail a man across 
country by starlight and it is no 
trick at all for them to run down 
deer on foot. They trail almost as 
well as dogs, running by eye in- 
stead of by nose. They can go at 
a lope and keep a deer trail 
through the brush no matter what 
sort of ground it croeses. When a 
Seri starts out after a deer, he 


keeps after it at a ewift wolf trot 


@all day if necessary, never giving 


it a chance to stop for food or 
water. In the course of a day he 
will run the animal off its feet 
and kili tt with a knife. The Seris 
aseert that a deer always casts its 
hoofs when run to death by 4 man. 
However, it ie true that In summer 
months when the ground is very 
hot and the deer are fat and hea 
the same thing often happens 
the animals are run down with 
horses. A Seri never uses a horse 
except to kill and eat it.” 
Pasqua} Encinas is given the 
credit of solving the Seri problem 
for Bonora. He obtained a grant 
of land from the government and 
settied down right in the Seri ter-

Week Also Marked by 
Collapse of France and 
Sharp Gain for Wheat _ 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, Novy. 28.—A sud- 
den upturn of stock prices, after 
three consecutive weeks of reac- 
tion, the collapse of French francs 
to a new low level for the year, 
followed by a partial rkcovery, 
and a sharp advance in wheat fu- 
tures, were the outstanding char- 
acteristics of this week's financial 
and commodity markets. — 
The rally in stock prices, which 
came after many popular industrial 
issues had been carried down 10 
to 85 points below the year's highs 
established a few weeks ago, ap- 
parentiy was predicated on the be- 
lief that the weakened technica! 
position of the market resulting 
from recent speculative excesses in 
the motors and other volatile in- 
dustrials, had been sufficiently cor- 
rected for the time being. 
Trading .turned dull on the re- 
covery, and the long succession of 
2,000,000 share days came to an 
end. Profit-taking by traders who 
had bought stocks “for a turn” 
brought about a moderate reaction 
toward the close of today's mar- 
ket. 
The weakness of French francs 
reflected the French political and 
financial crisis. and uneasiness over 
recur$ing reports of a dictatorship. 
Sterling rallied above the “gold 
point.” Large shipments of gold 
were sent from New York to Mon- 
treal, where the American dollar 
ie ata discount. Japanese yen 
crossed 43 cents to a new high lev- 
el for the year in apparent expec- 
tation of an early return to the 
gold standard. 
Wheat advanced 2? to 4 cents a 
bushel on reports of heavy damage 
to the Argentine crop and relative- 
ly smell stocks in Liverpool.

“These former German posses- 
sions are being thoroughly ruined, 
not only economically, but ethical- 
ly and socially,” says Dr. Schnee, 
in @ recent magazine article. “Es- 
pecially fatal for the natives are 
the awful consequences of the lack 
of sanitary conditions to control 
the ravages of the terrible 
diseases and epidemics. 

“The natives are extrémefy dis- 
satisfied with their mandatories. 
One must come to the conclusion 
that the only possible solution of 
the problem is to return the cole- 
nies to their rightful owner—Ger- 


many. 
“Germany has been despotied of 
her colonies by a lie. There has 


been a triple Germany 
was deceived b —. the four- 
teen pote of n order to 
justify f rape. and simple; 
the natives of t colonies have 
been deceived by the commission 
to cohsult them, and, finally, the 
public has been deceived by the 
charge of Germany's incapacity to 
colonize. 

“The Germans were, on the con- 
trary, good administrators. Their 
colonies were prosperous and their 
subjects loved them. They never 
created in their colonies military 
porta, as did the English, nor 
militarized the natives, as did the 
French. It was other people, not 
the Germans, who ill-treated the 
natives. Germany has shown her- 
self civilizing and full of humanity. 
Under foreign administration the 
colonies have commenced to be in 
jeopardy. They will recover only 
if Germany is again confided with 
the task of administering them.” 

Whatever may be the outcome 
of the diplomatic game that is 
now being played. the Allies do not 
for a moment concede that Dr.

NEAR EAST RELIEF SEEKS TO 
OBTAIN ADDITIONAL 
NEEDED FUNDS 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

LONDON, Nov. 28.—-The Greek 
government has spent $100,000,000 
for the care and settlement of ref- 
ugees since the Smyrna disaster, 
according to statistical reports filed 
with the League of Nations by the 
Near East Relief. This is in addi- 
tion to the pledging of the govern- 
it as security for «a 
$50,000,000 international loan, 
which is being administered under 
American direction. 

Private charity in has ex- 
pended about $25,000,000 for the 
same purpose, and foreign char- 
itable organizations from six coun- 
tries have spent an additional! $10,- 
000,000, bringing the tvutal refugee 
expenditure to more than $1535,- 
000,000. 

The total number of refugees 
reached through these appropria- 
tions is estimated at 1,600,000. On 
this basis, the cost of rehabilitation 
and reconstruction is shown to be 
about $129 per person. The Near 
Fast Relief estimates that an ad- 
ditional expenditure of $48,000,000, 
or $30 per person will be needed 
to complete the work, during the 
next two years. Most of this mon- 
ey will be provided by the Greek 
government. American relief wil! 
assiat on the basis of an expendi- 
ture of about $1,000,000 a year, 
which is used exclusively for or- 
phan children.

COMING SETS 


Inside Antenna Within 
Next Few Years 


A tablold history of almost any 
important article in widespread 
use can be written thus: 

“First, a novelty; then, a luxury; 
finally, a necessity.” 

There are dozens of examples 
that spring to-mind as illustrations. 
The telephone and the automobile 
are the most obvious. 

Radio is already passing out of 
ite second etage and into the third. 
Such a tabloid history also can 
be applied to developments within 
the industries to which they apply. 
In the early days of the motor- 
ear, drivers were giad enough to 
crank their engines. Today one 
will search far and wide for any 
consequent number who do with- 
out the convenience of the eelf- 
starter. 

The same paralie] is beginning 
to apply to redio so far as the use 
of the loop is concerned. <A re- 

which is not loop-operated 
will be a rarity not so long from 
now. <A great deal of experimen- 
tation and study has been given 
radio engineers to the question 
the loop and it ls being proven 
more and more than good recep- 
tion is tied in closely with loop- 
operation. 

Loops of the future will be no 
larger than a man’s hand, accord- 
ing to William H. Priess, ploneer 
among the makers of loop-sets and 
now president of the Priess Radio 
Corporation. 

Within a year, he said, loops will 
have been so simplified and con- 
wentrated that they will take up 
@ space not more than six inches 


square. 
Using such a small loop will 
greatly aimplify problems of con- 
struction and design. It will lend 
itself to almost any cabinet and 
will give much freer rein to artists 
who want to create cabinets in un- 
conventional manner. 
Te will assure portability. 
Mr. Priess believes that far from 
evrrendering any advantages, the 
amalier loop will enhance them. As 
an ald to selectivity, he considers 
it incomparable. Likewise 4s a 
static eliminant. Or as a bar to 
interference. In his opinion it will 
supplant the trickiness of the out- 
side aerial with dependability and 
the smaller the loop, the more 
efficiently it can be made to serve 
the purpose of the set operator.

Florida shippers of oranges mar- 
ket less of their product in most 
of the lerge eastern markets than 
do California shippers, although 
the length of hau! is considerably 
less, according to a study just com- 

leted by the Bureau of Rallway 

onomics. Orange shipments 
from California since 1918 have 
increased 177 per cent and from 
Piorida,’158 per cent. 

Shipments from California, it is 
said, are more evenly distributed 
than those from Florida. The 
heaviest movements of California 
fruit were in the four: months 
from March to June, inclusive, In 
the last s@ason and amounted 
46 per cent of the year’s total. 
Florida shipmenta were confined 
to practically nine months of the 
}year, although 84 per cent of the 
shipments were from November to 
March, inclusive. 

About one-half of the orange 
shipments to New York come from 
California and  siightly less*than 
one-half from Florida. In Buffalo, 
nearly three-fourths of the orange 
shipments come from California 
and about one-fourth from Flo- 
rida. In Boston, Indianapolis 
Cleveland and Columbus, less than 
one-half come from Florida and 
the rest from California.
